Agreement could-be fatal to fish 


Water flows from Provo River, 
Deer Creek could be decreased

PROVO — A 1988 memoran- 
dum agreement could considera- 
bly decrease or even stop water 
flows from Provo River and Deer 
Creek Reservoir if drought con- 
ditions prevail. 

City officials recently an- 
nounced Provo River’s water 
flow is already at 30 percent of 
normal and Deer Creek Reser- 
voir currently has about 70,000 


acre-feet of water, alarmingly be- 
low its 152,564 acre-feet of water 
capacity. 

Local sportsmen and environ- 
mental gropps, however, fear the 
possibility of reducing water 
flows will endanger the fishery in 
both water bodies. 

Provo River is considered one 
of Utah’s most notable blue-rib- 
bon trout streams. 

However, hundreds of farmers 
depend on it for irrigation as well 
as thousands of water users strug- 


gling with a six-year drought. 

According to Provo public 
works director Merril Bingham, 
it is estimated Deer Creek Reser- 
voir’s water level will drop to 
approximately 40,000 acre-feet 
of water by the end of October. 

Located 25 miles east of Utah 
Valley, the reservoir provides a 
trout/walleye/perch fishery. Be- 
low Provo Canyon, the stream 
fills Utah Lake, another warm- 
water fishery that contains wal- 
leye, white bass and channel cat- 
fish angling. 

In 1988, with very little snow- 
pack, water users called for an 
end to legal contracts guarantee- 


_ ing a minimum 100 cubic feet per

Install clear glazing on only 
e top half of the south side. 
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Otherwise, since the sun is so 
high at noon, it will shine down 
into your room below and actu- 
ally heat it. Glaze the entire 
west side of the solar chimney. 

Install foil-faced rigid insula- 
tion board on the inside of the 
plywood north and east sides of 
the solar chimney. Paint the foil 
flat black so it becomes an ef- 
fective solar heat collector 
when the sun shines in the 
glazed west or south sides. You 
can also install an 18-inch tur- 
bine attic vent on top of the 
chimney to improve the draw in 
windy weather.

Q — I have a problem with 
rusty water coming out of my 
hot water faucets. My electric 
water heater is only a couple 
of years old. What is the 
source of the rust and how can 
Igetitout? R.A. 

A — Since your water heater 
is fairly new and it is glass- 
lined, it probably is not the 
source of the rust. The most 
likely source is one or more of 
the hot water supply pipes be- 
tween the water heater and fau- 
cets. 

Try flushing the pipes to re- 
move the rust. First turn off the 
power to your water heater. 
Open all the hot water faucets 
and allow the water to run for 
15 minutes. If this doesn’t help, 
contact your plumer for a more 
thorough analysis of the prob- 
lem.

The Pentagon said two Marine 
helicopters may have been shot at 
Thursday while searching for the 
Italian plane, in the first use of 
U.S. aircraft over war-torn Bos- 
nia. Officials said Friday that the 
pilots saw muzzle flashes from 
small arms but were not certain the 
shots were aimed at the helicop- 
ters. : 

Italy’s defense minister, Salvo 
Ando, said in Rome he had no 
formal confirmation the plane was 
shot down but that that was the 
most likely explanation. He called 
ita ‘‘criminal action.” 

Ando said fighter planes should 
escort transport planes when the 
airlift resumes. But when asked 
when flights would start again, 
Mike Aitchinson, a U.N. official 
in Zagreb, Croatia, said: ‘Maybe 
never.” } 

In New Ydrk, Jan Eliasson, 
head of U.N. humanitarian pro- 
grams, called it an example of the 


“‘law of the jungle.”” 

“The sad state of affairs is that 
the people in need are the ones 
paying the price,” Eliasson told 
reporters. ‘‘We have to do some- 
thing about this.”’ 

Izumi Nakamitsu, director of 
U.N. refugee operations in Sara- 
jevo, said the plane was flying at 
7,000 feet, and evidence indicated 
it exploded in the air.

Bingham, however, said utility 
users have already cut down their 
water use by 20 percent.
